Mexico-Uruguay free-trade 
treaty goes into effect 


Mexico City(EFE) — A 
free-trade treaty between 
Mexico and Uruguay went into 
this week, hiking up to 11 the 
number of such trade pacts the 
North American country has 
signed with 42 nations. 

The free-trade agreement 
between Mexico City and 
Montevideo removes virtually 
all tariffs from industrial prod- 
ucts and many farm goods, while 
barriers against the remaining 
products will be lifted gradually 
over the next several years. 

Among the latter products 
are beef and cheese, footwear, 
wool, apparel and vehicles. 
Trade in the latter will be gov- 
erned by a broader bilateral 
agreement.

Familiar Pagado (PFL, en inglés). 

Gómez ya no se enfrentará al 
dilema de escoger entre cuidar a su 
madre o su cheque quincenal para 
pagar sus cuentas mensuales, 
gracias a la nueva ley, la SB 1661, 
que entró en vigor el 1 de julio en 
California. 

“Mi madre desarrolló diabetes 
hace 23 años y mi hermana nació 
con problemas de corazón y cierta 
condición mental. Mi madre se 
concentró más en el cuidado de mi 
hermana y ahora la enfermedad ya 
está afectando órganos vitales. Está 
parcialmente ciega, diabética y con 
problemas de riñones”. dijo Gómez 
a EFE.

Ralph Nader is running for 
president again, and both parties 
are taking notice. In what is an- 
ticipated to be a very close race, 
the Democrats fear that Nader 
might cost them the White 
House, reasoning that Nader 
could steer away just enough 
votes in the battleground states 
to tip the balance into Bush's 
favor. 

Never mind Florida, many 
Democrats believe that if Ralph 
Nader had not been in the way 
Al Gore would be 
president today. Many of these

Delegates to the Green 
Party Convention chose not to 
endorse Nader for president. 
Nader did however, add the 
Green Party candidate for gov- 
ernor Peter Camejo to his ticket. 

During a recently held de- 
bate sponsored by National Pub- 


lic Radio, former presidential 
candidate Howard Dean urged 
Nader to step aside to improve 
Kerry’s chance of being elected. 
Dean, admitting that he agrees 
with many of Nader’s positions, 
preached practicality, and ar- 
gued that the “stakes are too 
high,” and that Bush must be de- 
feated. 

For his part, Nader gets in- 
dignant when he is accused of 
“stealing votes.” During a recent 
appearance on Meet the Press, 
Nader argued that, “we have to 
get over the idea that small par- 
ties are taking away votes. It is 
the big parties that are taking 
away votes.” 

Nader supported his claim 
by pointing out that the Demo- 
crats will “abandon” Texas and 
the Republicans will “abandon” 
Minnesota because they know 
that they each can’t win in those 
respective states. 

During the same Meet the 
Press program, Nader voiced his

Have you ever had such an 
exciting idea for a new space- 
craft propulsion system, or for a 
new kind of Mars rover that you 
sketched it onto a dinner napkin 
so you wouldn't forget? Have 
you ever wondered how such 
“dinner napkin sketches” evolve 
into real equipment to fly real 
missions out in the cold black- 
ness of space? 

The road to reality for each 
idea is a unique story, but NASA 
has defined some common steps 
and stages that all newly birthed 
ideas for space technologies 
must go through as they’re 
nursed from infancy to ignition 
and liftoff. 

Suppose, for example, that 
you’ ve thought of a new way to 
shield astronauts from harmful 
radiation during long space mis- 
sions. In the first stage, you 
would simply work out the de- 
tails of the idea: Write it down, 
check the physics, and do some 
quick experiments to test your 
assumptions. 

If the idea still looks good, 
the next step is to build a “proof 
of concept.” This is the stage 
where you put together a brief, 
but clear, demonstration on a 
low budget—just to show that 
the idea can work. 

For your idea on how to 
shield instruments from radia- 
tion, for example, you might 
show how a Geiger radiation 
counter inside a miniature simu- 
lated model doesn’t start click- 

"ing when some radioactive co-

cleared, development moves to 
a higher level. In this stage, ex- 
plains Dr. Christopher Stevens 
of JPL, the challenge isn’t just 
making it work, but making it 
work in space. 

“Some conditions of space 
flight cannot be adequately 
simulated here on Earth,” 
Stevens says. Cobalt-60 doesn’t 
truly mimic the diverse mixture 
of radiation in space, for ex- 
ample, and the true microgravity 
of orbit is needed to test some 
technologies, such as the deli- 
cate unfolding of a vast, gossa- 
mer (a very thin silk-like mate- 
rial) solar sail. Other technolo- 
gies, such as artificial intelli- 
gence control systems, must be 
flight tested just because theyre 
so radically new that mission 
commanders won’t trust them 
based solely on lab tests. 

Stevens is the manager of 
NASA’s New Millennium Pro- 
gram (NMP), which does this 


sort of testing: Sending things to 
space and seeing if they work. 
In recent years the NMP has 
tested ion engines (a method of 
deep space propulsion utilizing 
an ion discharge) and autono- 
mous navigation on the Deep 
Space | spacecraft, a new 
“hyperspectral” imager (an im- 
aging instrument that is ex- 
tremely sensitive to small differ- 
ences in the wavelengths of 
light) on the Earth Observing | 
satellite, and dozens of other 
“high risk” technologies. 

Thanks to the NMP, lots of 
“dinner napkin sketches” have 
become real, and they’re head- 
ing for space. You can learn 
more at the NMP website, 
nmp.nasa.gov/.

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How to start a conversation 
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By Danek S. Kaus 

Many of us find starting a 
conversation with a stranger dif- 
ficult. 

According to Don Gabor, au- 
thor of “How To Start A Conver- 
sation and Make Friends,” it is as 
if there is an “invisible barrier” 
that keeps us from walking up to 
someone and striking up a con- 
versation. 

Some people can break 
through this barrier and start the 
next step, but too many of us tend 
not to connect and stand on the 
sidelines, isolated and alone, 
watching others make a new busi- 
ness contact or get a date with an 
attractive stranger. 

The good news is you can 
master the art of starting a con- 
versation and it’s easier than you 
think. 

Gabor says that one of the 
best ways to overcome conversa- 
tional hesitancy is to think of 
some possible things to talk about 
before you go to that party or busi- 
ness networking meeting. 

The topics you choose for 
possible conversation should be 
determined by the nature of the 
situation. 

If you’re planning to attend a 
party where you already know 
some of the people, Gabor sug- 
gests considering about a half a 
dozen topics, including family, 
work, social life and hobbies. If 
you don’t know anyone, it’s bet- 
ter not to start with family and 
current events, Gabor advises. 
Start with talking about hobbies 
and interests. It’s also wise to re- 


frain from talking about personal 
problems with strangers. 

Regardless of the nature of 
the gathering, there are some top- 
ics to almost always avoid. 
Among these are sex, politics, re- 
ligion. 

One of the best ways to 
launch a conversation is to ask 
questions such as: 

How do you know our host? 

Do you work in the neighbor- 
hood? 

Anything new or exciting 
happening? 

How was your day? 

Gabor says this is one of the 
best conversation starters. 

In addition to asking ques- 
tions, be willing to share informa- 
tion about yourself. “There should 
be a 50-50 balance of sharing in- 
formation,” Gabor says. 

Once you’ ve got the conver- 
sation started a great way to keep 
it going, or more importantly, take 
it to a deeper level, is to listen for 
what Gabor calls “free informa- 
tion.” 

“They will reveal this infor- 
mation by the way they answer 
the questions or the things they 
mention along the way,” Gabor 
says. “This free information tells 
you what they want to talk about.” 

It is also important to realize 
that a conversation is more than 
gathering a collection of facts 
about someone. 

“It’s the feelings behind the 
facts that are important,” Gabor 
says. “What people are really 
looking for is connections and 
more meaningful relationships on 


a personal or professional level.” 
And if you’re concerned that 
you lack the verbal skills or cha- 
risma to be an interesting conver- 
sationalist, take heart. 

A survey on conversation 
(“Conversations That Matter”) 
conducted by Grand Marnier, de- 
termined that the most highly val- 
ued trait is being a good listener. 
Being charming was a distant 
fifth. 

So don’t worry about im- 
pressing someone. In fact, trying 
too hard to impress by bragging 
about yourself is a turn-off. 

But the biggest conversa- 
tional mistake is not starting. 

“People are afraid of saying 
the wrong thing and of offend- 
ing,” Gabor says. “When they are 
unsure, they tend not to take the 
risk of talking with someone.” 

He adds that there is a frame- 
work for starting conversations 
and most of us already know it. 
“If you show interest in other 
people and a desire to listen and 
connect with them about things 
that matter to them, your business 
and personal relationships will 
improve.”

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Switzerland: too 
many languages”

Switzerland has four na- 
tional languages, but immigra- 
tion has added another 36, spo- 
ken in some cases by small 
groups of new arrivals. 

Too many languages? Yes, 
but the problems seem to emerge 
not by the number of languages 
but rather the increasing impor- 
tance of English as a world lan- 
guage which is beginning to 
threaten the four national lan- 
guages of Switzerland. 

To remain competitive in 
the global economy, the Swiss 
federal government recently 
passed a new law which would 
require children to study two 
foreign languages in elementary 
school. One of the two foreign 
languages would be English and 
the other one to be chosen from 
French, German, Italian, or 
Romansh. When you add the 
“home” language, i.e. the first 
language, to the two foreign lan- 
guages, you end up with a total 
of three languages. 

Although the new law 
would not take effect until 2012, 
many cantonal heads of educa- 
tion have shown serious con- 
cerns. Some local cantonal edu- 
cators believe that two languages 
in elementary school would be 
too much and too stressful for 
kids. 

The situation is particularly 
troublesome in German-speak- 
ing cantons where kids already 
struggle with Swiss German, 
their home language, and High 
German, the international vari- 
ety useful in international com- 
munication. 

Swiss German is different 
from “High German” and there- 
fore kids have to overcome the 


“home” language to become 
competitive in the German- 
speaking European market. 
Thus,+English is in some ways 
not their first foreign language, 
but in practical purposes their 
second. Having to learn a “third” 
and a “fourth” causes concern to 
Swiss educators who see it as 
overwhelming for their students. 

An additional concern cen- 
ters around the effect the new 
law would have on the other na- 
tional languages of Switzerland, 
particularly Italian and Ro- 
mansh. These two languages are 
losing out as local cantons are 
beginning to favor English over 
these two national languages. 

Even French, spoken by 
20% of the Swiss population, is 
feeling threatened. In German- 
speaking cantons, English is 
given priority over French in 
schools. This is what's happen- 
ing in Zurich, the nation's finan- 
cial center. English will in all 
likelihood be introduced in 3rd 
grade and French shifted to Sth 
grade. 

In spite of the growing im- 
portance of English, one of the 
articles of the Swiss Confedera- 
tion mandates the use of the four 
national languages. 

The support for the four lan- 
guages has a fair amount of prag- 
matism. By learning each other’s 
languages and cultures, the 
Swiss have managed to develop 
a respect for their diversity and 
avoid the ethnic strife and sepa- 
ratism which has occurred in 
many other parts of the world. 

Supporting the four national 
languages has also to do with tra- 
dition and the concern that if En- 
glish is not controlled, it will 
pretty much take over and sup- 
plant the national languages as 
some people feel has already 
happened in the Netherlands. 

The dominance of English 
as a world language inevitably 
puts pressure on languages spo- 
ken by small groups of people. 
These languages, though impor- 
tant for their speakers, have little 
“market” value. 

Thus, the opportunities for 
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those who only know Romansh, 
spoken by 0.5% of the Swiss 
population, will be severely lim- ' 
ited. If these people also know 
French and Italian, two of. 
Switzerland’s national lan- 
guages, the opportunities in- | 
crease. However, the opportuni- , 
ties increase significantly if En- 
glish is added into the mix. 

What will the cantons, do, 
with the new law? Some people , 
are already collecting signatures , 
to try to overturn it. Even if they 
don't succeed, local school offi- 
cials have a great deal of latitude 
in school matters since education 
in Switzerland is the primary re- 
sponsibility of the cantons. In all 
likelihood, most German-speak- 
ing cantons will start English by 
3rd grade and introduce French 
two years later. Some will start 
French and later English. 

Italian-speaking cantons 
will start with two national lan- 
guages and add English in 7th 
grade. 

The challenge for the Swiss 
is to continue to maintain their 
multilingualism which has 
served them so well and not fall 
behind in a world in which En- 
glish has become the de facto 
lingua franca. 

In countries which have one 
dominant language, adding En- 
glish as a second language in 
school is not a major problem 
since it has become a basic sub- 
ject alongside of the national lan- 
guage and mathematics. That’s 
what will happen in Italy, for ex- 
ample. 

Those countries which al- 
ready have more than one na- 
tional language will find it more 
of a challenge. The Swiss, how- 
ever, are geographically and po- 
litically well-suited to show the 
way on how to integrate English 
into a multilingual world with- 
out losing national identities.

Sacramento (EFE) — El salario 
mínimo de California podría subir por casi 
un 15 por ciento en un período de dos años, 
si una propuesta de ley en el Capitolio llega 
a ser aprobada. 

La AB 2832 de la asambleísta Sally 
Lieber, pretende subir el pago de 6,75 
dólares la hora actualmente, a 7,25 dólares 
la hora para 2005, y 7,75 dólares para 2006. 

La medida fue aprobada en la Asam- 
blea, y se encuentra ahora en el Senado, 
dónde se espera su aprobación, siendo que 
el Presidente Pro Tem, John Burton, es coau- 
tor de la propuesta. 

Sin embargo, su batalla podría ser más 
difícil en la oficina del gobernador Arnold 
Schwarzenegger. 

Y es que el republicano ha declarado 
en numerosas ocasiones que no quiere “da- 
ñar a negocios”, subiendo sus gastos de ope- 
ración. 

El incremento salarial, según indica la 
Cámara de Comercio de California (CCC), 
costaría a negocios alrededor del estado más 
de 2,000 millones de dólares, teniendo que 
amortiguar el gasto extra, ya sea subiendo 
precios al consumidor, eliminando posicio- 
nes, o saliendo del estado. 

“Los negocios pequeños, incluyendo un 
gran porcentaje de aquellos Latinos, van a 
ver un incremento de miles de dólares al 
año, a parte de los gastos que ya tienen. Mu- 
chos van a perder dinero”, dijo a EFE un 
portavoz de la CCC.

de obra lo mas barato posible”, dijo Fran- 
cisco Estrada, portavoz del Fondo México- 
americano para la Defensa Legal y la 
Educación (MALDEP), a EFE. 

Adicionalmente, según información del 
California Budget Project (Proyecto 
Presupuestario de California), los negocios 
californianos añadieron 2,3 millones de 
trabajos entre 1995 y el 2001, cuando el 
salario mínimo fue incrementado cinco 
veces, por una cantidad de un dólar con 
cincuenta centavos. 

“Es difícil mantener a una familia con 
el salario mínimo, porque tienes que pagar 
renta, seguro, comida, ropa para los niños.

“Creo que ayudaría a las familias, a los 
adultos que ganan el salario mínimo, a no 
buscar ayuda del gobierno, como las 
estampillas de comida, o la asistencia 
pública (welfare), y esto, a cambio, ahorraría 
dinero al estado”, dijo Ross.

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La tubería del agua potable 


puede acumular contaminantes 


Los investigadores de la USE- 
PA United States environment Pro- 
tection Agency (la agencia del 
gobierno estadounidense para la 
proteeción del medio ambiente) 
reportan que la red de distribución 
de agua potable puede acumular 
altos niveles de contaminación, 
revelaron en la reunión de trabajos 
de la American Water Works Asso- 
ciation, efectuada en febrero de 
2004, con el tema de “Contaminan- 
tes inorgánicos”. 

Los ingenieros de la agencia 
han descubierto que “contaminates 
inorganicos y radiológicos presen- 
tes en el agua potable fueron detec- 
tados, (aunque a un nivel menor que 
los establecidos para el estándar de 
agua considerada segura). Pueden 
acumularse en los sitemas de distri- 
bución en un número significativo, 
encima de los niveles permisibles, 
y esto representa un fenómeno 
desconocido e inexplorado”. 

En otras palabras, cuando el 
agua sale de las plantas de trata- 
miento municipal, la calidad es con- 
forme a los estándares de seguridad 
de la USEPA, pero en la red de dis- 
tribución suceden cosas que ponen 
altos los niveles de contaminación. 

Se han reportado casos de 
muestras tomadas de los sedimentos 
en la tubería de agua que han exce- 
dido décimas y milésimas de mili- 
gramos por litro de hierro y cobre 
así como cientos de microgramos 
por litro tanto de arsénico, carbón, 
zinc y manganeso, todo muy por 
encima de niveles considerados 
seguros para el consumo. 


‘-~---Este mismo fenómeno ocurre 


con radio y causa dos distintos pro- 
blemas : 
1. Depósitos de radio en redes 


de agua exceden el nivel que esta- 
blece la “Acta para Consumo de 
Agua Potable”. 

1. Radio degenera en Radon 
radioactivo, mismo que es liberado 
al torrente de agua potable. 

Un investigador de USEPA ha 
reportado que las conexiones de 
plomería doméstica pueden causar 
un exceso de toxicidad, según los 
límites establecidos, provocando un 
peligro para la salud. 

Otro problema es el cloro, con 
el que se desinfecta el agua en las 
plantas de tratamiento. El cloro 
normalmente se disipa en la tubería 
de la casa, se autodescompone en 
amoníaco, causando con esto el 
cambio de nitritos. La nitrificación 
provoca niveles bajos de PH en la 
alcalinidad del agua, llevando con 
esto a la corrosión de la tubería. 

Para Joseph F. Harrison, Direc- 
tor de la Water Quality Association, 
es muy importante apoyar la inves- 
tigación de los asuntos que tienen 
que ver con el agua y su relación 
con la salud pública. Así como nue- 
vos estudios de todas sus posibles 
soluciones, tales como más efec- 
tivos sistemas de tratamiento y 
contro de la calidad del agua mu- 

nicipal. También la utilización de 
sistemas como el de ‘punto de uso” 
y “punto de entrada”, donde se 
utilizan unidades de tratamiento de 
agua en el interior de la casa a efecto 
de proveer barreras que salvaguar- 
den la calidad del agua y repre- 
senten una protección para la salud 
pública de los consumidores.

Tucson, Arizona (EFE) — En lo que va 
del año se han registrado más de mil 
deportaciones de menores de edad, algunos de 
ellos utilizados para cometer delitos como el 
tráfico de drogas, informó el Consulado de 
México en Nogales, Arizona.

“Estamos hablando de niños que han intentado 
ser cruzados por ciudadanos norteamericanos que, 
utilizando documentación falsa, intentan hacerlos 
pasar como sus hijos o sobrinos”, afirmó. 

Según Burgos, este problema se ha agravado a

raíz del endurecimiento de las medidas de 
seguridad en la frontera, lo que ha hecho que cada 
vez más padres recurran a traficantes para que 
“crucen” a sus hijos de una manera segura. 

Sin embargo, muchos de los niños y jóvenes 
son drogados o medicados para evitar las 
sospechas de las autoridades de aduana e 
inmigración. 

“Los duermen para evitar ser interrogados”, 
sostuvo el portavoz. 

Agregó que muchos de los traficantes alegan 
que solamente están tratando de reunificar a una 
familia. pero la verdad es que cobran cuantiosas 
cantidades de dinero para cruzar a los menores. 

El Consulado de México en Nogales es el que 
ha registrado el mayor número de deportaciones 
de menores en toda la frontera en Arizona. 

Burgos también se refirió al cada vez más 
frecuente uso de menores de edad por traficantes 
de drogas, quienes los utilizan para cruzar grandes 
cargamentos. 

“Los utilizan aprovechándose de su pobreza 
al prometerles una cantidad de dinero a cambio 
de sus servicios”, manifestó. 

Explicó que cuando un menor de edad 
indocumentado infringe la ley por lo general se 
le reprime y difícilmente pasa tiempo en la cárcel, 
pero si vuelve a cometer el delito entonces las 
cosas cambian por completo. 

Las autoridades mexicanas consideran como 
menor de edad a todas aquellas personas menores 
de 17 años y 11 meses. 

La Patrulla Fronteriza y el Gobierno de 
México tienen un acuerdo que contempla que 
cuando un menor de edad es arrestado por agentes 
federales estadounidenses debe ser entregado 
inmediatamente al Consulado Mexicano. 

“De inmediato lo entrevistamos y buscamos 
encontrar lo más pronto posible a sus familiares”, 
aseguró Burgos. 

Una vez que es evaluado es enviado al 
Albergue para el Menor, ubicado en las 
instalaciones de las oficinas de Desarrollo Inte- 
gral de la Familia (DIF) en Nogales, México.

Calderón, y otro se ha descartado, 
la propia Sahagún. 

La encuesta tampoco incluye 
al ex canciller Jorge Castañeda, 
quien se ha declarado candidato 
ciudadano y por ahora carece de 
partido.

Madrazo es el preferido de los 
jóvenes, pero carece de apoyos 
fuera del PRI y entre los indecisos.

Entendiendo el sistema del 
Seguro Social: Parte 1

Hoy en día, más de 45 millo- 
nes de personas reciben algún be- 
neficio del Seguro Social. Si usted 
trabaja, es probable que pague los 
impuestos correspondientes al Se- 
guro Social. Ese dinero se emplea 
para abonar los beneficios que se 
brindan a personas que se han reti 
rado, que están discapacitadas o 
que son viudas. Cuando usted se 
jubile, también recibirá estas 
prestaciones. 

Impuestos del Seguro Social: 

Si usted trabaja para Otra per- 
sona, debe pagar el 6,2 por ciento 
de su salario en concepto de im- 
puestos del Seguro Social. La em- 
presa que lo emplea también con- 
tribuye otro 6,2 por ciento de su 
salario. Si usted trabaja por cuenta 
propia, el porcentaje que debe pa- 
gar es del 12,4 por ciento. Estas ci- 
fras son aplicables sólo a los prime- 
ros 87,900 dólares que usted gane 
en un año. Por encima de este mon- 
to, no se pagan impuestos del Se- 
guro Social sobre las ganancias. 

¿Quiénes acceden a los bene- 
ficios? 

A medida que usted trabaja y 
paga sus impuestos, va sumando 
“créditos” para luego poder obte- 


ner los beneficios del Seguro So- 
cial. En el 2004, se calcula un cré- 
dito por cada 900 dólares de ganan- 
cias, y por año se pueden sumar 
hasta un máximo de cuatro crédi- 
tos. El monto de dinero requerido 
para sumar un crédito aumenta año 
tras año. La mayoría de la gente 
necesita 40 créditos (10 años de 
trabajo) para poder acceder a los 
beneficios. Las personas más jóve- 
nes pueden recibir prestaciones del 
Seguro Social por incapacidad y 
para ello necesitan menos créditos. 
Lo mismo ocurre con los familiares 
de un trabajador que ha fallecido 
(prestación al sobreviviente). 

Si usted nació antes de 1938, 
pudo recibir todos los beneficios 
del Seguro Social cuando cumplió 
65 años. Pero en el 2003, la edad 
mínima para acceder a todos los 
beneficios comenzó a incremen- 
tarse en forma gradual y ahora va 
desde los 65 hasta los 67 años.

“The Producers”

¿Qué sucede cuando el contador de un deshonesto productor teatral 
en Broadway le comenta, haciendo sus cuentas, que debido a las leyes 
de impuestos en Nueva York una producción reporta al productor más 
dinero cuando es un flop (fracaso) que cuando es un éxito?. El martes 
pasado cuando “The Producers” (Los Productores) debutó en el Center 
for the Performing Arts de la ciudad de San José como parte de la serie 
American Musical Theatre. el resultado de dicho comentario mantuvo 
a la audiencia riéndose desde el principio hasta el final. 

Al inicio de la velada, el actor Bob Amaral que representó al 
productor Max Bialystock en la producción, tuvo dificultad en establecer 
la caracterización del personaje cómico. Eso hizo que en su primera 
escena no podamos creerle cuando frente al teatro cantando “Opening 
Night”, Max grita a todos “Yo fuí el rey de Broadway, todas mis 
producciones se convertían en oro”. También le faltó al actor veracidad 
en una de las escenas más divertidas de la obra: cuando “Abrázame, 
tócame” (Denise Nolin), que representa tener 70 años, llega a su oficina 
a “jugar” juegos de “adultos”. Debemos explicar que la forma en que 
Max obtiene financiación para montar sus producciones es fingiendo 
estar enamorado de mujeres ancianas que creyendo en su amor, le donan 
su dinero. 

En dicha escena, “los incidentes” amorosos que son cómicos, nos 
hicieron reír, pero la falta de convicción del actor hizo que la escena se 
desintegrara por completo. En el transcurso de la noche Amaral se fue 
integrando a “Max” poco a poco hasta que logró establecerlo, pero el 
proceso fue lento. 

Por su parte Andy Taylor estableció al neurótico Leo Bloom (el 
contador) desde el principio, cuando al ver a Max en el sofá a punto de 
hacerle el amor a una anciana, en un ataque de nervios se tiró al suelo 
gritando. Retorciéndose en la alfombra, Leo saca de la bolza de su 
pantalón su “Security Blanket” (su frazada de cuando era bebé que le 
da seguridad en sí mismo), se la enrolla alrededor del cuello y cogiendo 
las dos puntas con sus manos comienza a moverla muy nerviosamente 
para adelante y para atrás como orejas de conejo. 

Su rendición de “Quiero ser un Productor”, también fue excelente. 
La escena representa la oficina de Whitehall and Marks, con los 
contadores haciendo cuentas en sus máquinas anticuadas, cantando 
“Estamos aburridos” en coro. Después de haber sido reprimido por su 
jefe por llegar tarde al trabajo, Bloom (que ha sido inspirado por Max), 
expresa su deseo de ser productor de un show en Broadway. 

En una “fantasía” ve realizarse su sueño en un número de canto y 
baile con seis bailarinas que estuvo fantástico. Como comediante, Tay- 
lor se distinguió esa noche, otra magnífica representación fue la de Ida 
Leigh Curtis, que representó el papel de Ulla, la despampanante rubia 
que por ser sueca no habla inglés, pero consigue por su figura trabajo 
como recepcionista en la oficina de Max y bailarina en su nueva 
producción. 

Su escena con Leo (Taylor) en la que cantan “Ese rostro” y aparecen 
sus caras proyectadas en las paredes fue una de las mejores de la 
producción. 

Bil Nolte se distinguió en su representación de Franz Liebkind el 
dramaturgo nazista, que en admiración por Adolph Hitler ha escrito, 
“Primavera Para Hitler”, un drama basado en su parte artística. Con 


sólo su interpretación de “Gutten Tag Hop UTE Eirel tegho . 


de su apartamento acompañado por, un éóro delgall ñas Jaulas que 
levantan sus alas para hacer el saludo nazi y usan suásticas (el Símbolo 
del nazismo), Nolte nos convenció que Liebkind estaba loco. 

Con gran realismo también estuvieron representados los papeles 
del “Director de Primavera para Hitler”, Roger De Bris (Stuart Marland) 
y su ayudante Carmen Ghia representado por Rich Affannato. En una 
súper exagerada personificación de dos homosexuales el par nos 
deleitaron con sus ánticas. 

La escenografía de Robin Wagner es visual y tiene la magia de 
trasladarlos en un instante, al interior o al exterior de un teatro, a la 
oficina de Max, al apartamento de Roger De Bris y al final a la corte de 
Justicia y al interior de la cárcel de Sing Sing. La música de Mel Brooks 
es agradable y sus letras están magníficamente interpretadas por los 
cantantes. El vestuario diseñado por William Ivey Long es creativo. 

“The Producers”, con libro escrito por Mel Brooks y Thomas 
Meehan ganó 12 Tonys en Broadway.

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Archeology providing better look San Antonio, Mexico's 
at Ecuador’s long-gone Yumbos

Tulipe, Ecuador (EFE)— 
Ecuadorian archeologists are un- 
raveling secrets of the pre- 
Columbian Yumbo culture that 
was subjugated by the Incas and 
denigrated by Spanish chroni- 
clers unaware of sophisticated 
elements of that Indian cosmol- 
ogy. 

Located 43 miles northwest 
of Quito, the town of Tulipe is 
currently the center of efforts by 
the archeologists, who have after 
many years managed to system- 
and put 
them into socio-historical con- 
text: 


atize their discoveries 


As a result, they have deter- 
mined that Tulipe - which means 
‘falling water” in the ancient 
Quitu-Cara language - was a re- 
ligious center where the region’s 
most important ceremonies were 
held between 800 and 1660.

sites and the cycles of nature.” 

The Yumbo - who numbered 
700.000 and inhabited a vast ter- 
ritory. extending from the valleys 
northwest of Quito to the slopes 
of the Pichincha Volcano - were 
basically an agricultural and mer- 
cantile society. 

That may have been what al- 
lowed them to survive an inva- 
sion by the Incas, though they 
were forced to accept Inca su- 
premacy. 

Jara noted that “the main 
predators of the different Andean 
cultures were the Incas. who 
formed a united empire. and in 
the case of the Yumbos, dis- 
mantled their social structures to 
the point that when the Spanish 
arrived they found the commu- 
nity in chaos.” 


According to the Ecuadorian 
archeologists, this was the reason 
the Spanish chroniclers described 
the Yumbos as a “savage” tribe 
and the name came to have a pe- 


jorative meaning in colloquial 


speech. But the final blow for this 
culture came later, when the vio- 
lent eruption of Pichincha Vol- 


cano in 1660 destroyed most of 


the Yumbo community. Survivors 
fled to Amazonia. 

“Currently.” Erazo said, 
“there are 20,000 people in the 
Amazonian region of Napo we 
think are the descendents of the 
Yumbos, but we still haven't 
completed anthropological stud-

Down in the beautiful Colonial city of Morelia 
in the state of Michoacan, you can wish for your 
heart’s desire, and it may even come true! 

The San Miguelito Restaurant here not only 
serves up such delicious specialties as Filete 
Pajarito (thinly sliced beef wrapped around mush- 
rooms, fresh cheese and smothered in red pasilla 
pepper sauce) and Trucha Yucateca (Yucatan style 
trout served with achiote sauce and red onion), but 
there is a special room set aside just for romantic 
wish fulfillment.

PFL es un seguro de com- 
pensación de desempleo que 
provee a la mayoría de los traba- 
jadores californianos ausentarse de 
su trabajo hasta seis semanas para 
poder cuidar de un familiar 
enfermo, un hijo recién nacido o 
adoptado sin tener que enfrentar 
problemas económicos por no 
percibir un sueldo. 

La persona recibe un 55 por 
ciento de su salario o un máximo 
de 728 dólares a la semana. 

En el caso de Teresa Calderón 
su madre sufrió un ataque al 
corazón en el 2000. 

“No era una opción para mí, 
tenía que cuidar a mi madre, pero 
yo soy la que provee el ingreso 
para mi familia, pues mi esposo no 
trabaja por un accidente de trabajo 
desde hace muchos años y tuve que 
usar todas mis vacaciones”, dijo 
Calderón a EFE.
